SAVE THE BAGS 


Farmers' Representative Issues an Ap- 


peal For New Economy. 


G. J. Tyson, representative of the 


farmers in the U. S. Food Administra- 
tion' for Pennsylvania, urges upon the 
attention of the agriculturalists of this 
state the necessity for the greatest 
rare in the matter of their use of 
bagging, especially burlap bags. 


•'There is," he says, "an extreme 


shortage in the supply of jute from 
which burlap is made. This product 
is imported from India and the short- 
age of ships has interfered materially 
with the supply while the demands of 
the army for these bags which are 
used in trench warfare is further de- 
pleting the supply. 


"Fertilizer and other products used 


by farmers are customarily shipped in 
bags made of burlap." 


Mr. Tyson makes the practical sug- 


gestion that the patriotic farmer will 
have every pound of fertilizer shipped 
in 200-pound bags, If possible. It is 
estimated that the monetary saving 
possible in the handling of the three 
million tons of fertilizer now shipped 
in smaller bags will amount to four 
million dollars annually if the product 
were shipped in 200-pound bags. 


As an example of the difficulties 


arising from the shortage of jute It is 
noted that manufacturers of linoleum 
who use just cloth In the packing of 
their product are finding great diffi- 
culty in obtaining sufficient supplies 
and that they are experimenting with 
cotton fabrics, in the hope of finding 
a satisfactory substitute for jute.

only in good, first to those who are engaged in it, and 
second to those who are consumers of liquor, the money 
received through 
the taxation 
of the liquor business 


might be regarded as a blessing to'the community. 


But we are compelled to pay out in return many 


times more than the taxes received, because of the evils 
which follow the consumption of intoxicating liquor. 


Liquor is responsible for 19 per cent, of the divorces 


23 per cent, of the poverty, 25 per cent of the insanity, 
37 per cent, of the pauperism, 45 per cent, of the child 
desertion, and 50 per cent, of the crime in this country. 
And this is a very conservative statement. 


If you were to add the expense of maintaining the 


police departments, the cost of penitentiaries and asylums 


• of various kinds that the state is compelled to support to- 


take care of the wreckage of the liquor business, the com- 
paratively small amount obtained from the liquor tax 
would seem very slight indeed. 


Who makes up the most of this extra amount for 


which the liquor men do not pay through their taxes? 


The Workingman 


Whoever else may evade the payment of his taxes, 


the workingman must pay every cent of his. He pays 
them when he buys groceries or meat or shoes or clothing 
or when he pays his' rent. 


Ordinarily he does not pay his taxes direct, and so he 


does not see in exact figures just how much the saloon is 
actually costing him—but he can make up his mind*that 
for the most part he is taking care of the wreckage of 
the saloon. 


How long will the workingman be the "goat" of the 


liquor business?

and power, atoning deajh, triumphant 
resurrection 
and 
glorious 
coming 


again. 
The following day may be 


suggestive of the latter method: 
- Lesson I.—As Jesus was passing 
through the coasts of Tyre and Sidon, 
he was besought by a Syrophoenician 
woman to heal her daughter, who was 
grievously possessed with a demon. 
After apparent indifference, in order 
to lead her into an intelligent faith, 
he healed her daughter. As he further 
journeyed through Decapolis, a deaf 
and dumb man besought him for heal- 
ing. 


Lesion II.—As his earthly career was 


approaching its end, Jesus began to 
take account of his ministry. 
He 


wanted the disciples to have definite 
and personal knowledge as to his per- 
son. 
He knew that the opinions of , 


others would not suffice them in the 
hours of darkness which were immedi- 
ately before them. 


Lesson III.—Jesus was transfigured 


before Peter, James and John, to show 
them his triumph over death in his 
glorious kingdom. This occurred at a 
time when the disciples were sorely 
tried. 
Jesus' 
rebuke 
apparently 


estranged them. He was transfigured 
"before them," showing that the chief 
object of the transfiguration was to 
prepare the disciples for the ordeal be- 
fore them. 
An inspired commentary 


upon this translation is found In II 
Peter 1 -.16-19.. 


Lesson IV.—As Jesus was endeavor- 


ing to show his disciples how he must 
be crucified, they were disputing as to 
who should be the greatest In the 
kingdom. 
Jesus taught them that 


humble, self-denying service Is the 
sign of true greatness. This Is a les- 
son which needs to be learned by most 
of us today, as despite our best efforts 
we note insidious self-seeking making 
itself known. 


Lesson V.—A certain rich man In- 


quired of the Lord as to what he must 
do in order to inherit eternal life. 
This young man was of an amiable 
disposition and earnest and sincere, 
but he had wrong notions as to salvi 
tion. Jesus showed him that his su 
preme need was not doing something 
to be saved, but to be willing to sur- 
render all things for him. 


Lesson VI.—While the Lord 
was 


consciously facing the cross, the disci- 
ples were concerned about positions of 
pre-eminence. Jesus taught them that 
those who would follow him must not 
seek for greatness or position, but to 
render lowly service. In this Christ 
's the grand example. In due time he 
will exalt those who In lowliness of 
heart serve him. 


Lesson VII.—Jesus drove out '•he 


money changers from the temple, and 
declared that the house of God should 
he a house of prayer instead of a 
house of merchandise. 
This lesson 


needs to be learned by many churches 
today. 


Lesson VIII.—The scribes sought to 


entrap Jesus by asking captious qnes- 
h'ons. To the question as to what was 
the greatest commandment, he replied 
that it was love to God with all one's 
heart, soul, mind and strength. Since 
this Is the first and great command- 
ment to violate this commandment is 
to be guilty of the greatest sin. 


Lesson 
IX.—While Jesus sat at 


meat, a certain woman annointed him 
with precious ointment In anticipation 
of his burial. The Lord was pleased 
with this act, for it was out of a heart 
of fervent love that she lavished upon 
him her best. 


Lesion X.—In connection with the 


last Passover, at which Judas betrayed 
Jesus, the symbols which represent 
the bodv and blood of Jesus were in- 
troduced. In the emblems of the com- 
munion we appropriate the very life 
and blessings of Christ. 


Lesson XI.—Jesus died between two 


malefactors to make atonement for 
the world's sin. He gave his life a 
ransom for many. While on the cross, 
they mockingly said he saved others, 
himself he could not save. 


He could not save both himself and 


others, so he chose to save others and 
give himself to die. 


Lerson XII.—Jesus arose from the 


grave and demonstrated his resurrec- 
tion with infallible proofs. In this 
God declared him to be his Son, and 
set his stamp of approval upon hi 
work. 
The disciples ought to hare 


rejoiced that the tomb was empty 
Had he not arisen, his entire work 
would hn?e been proven a failure. The 
resurrection of Jesus Christ nn<? the 
nodily resurrection of those who are 
Christ's, IB central to the Christian 
faith.

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meant that we were to crawl forward 
slowly—and believe me, very slowly— 
for five yards, and then halt to await 
further instructions. Three taps meant, 
when you arrived within striking dis- 
tance of the German trench, rush it 
and inflict as many casualties as pos- 
sible, secure a couple of prisoners, and 
then back to your own lines with the 
speed clutch open. Four taps meant, 
"*! have gotten you into a position from 
which it is impossible for me to extri- 
cate you, so yon are on your own." 


After getting Tommy into a mess on 


the western front he is generally told 
tnat he Is "on his own." This means, 
"Save your skin in any way possible." 
Tommy loves to be "on his own" behind 
the lines, but not during a trench raid. 


The star shells from the German 


lines were falling in front of us, there- 
fore we were safe. After about twen- 
ty minutes we entered the star shell 
zone. A star shell from the German 
lines fell about five yards in the rear 
and to the right of me; we hugged the 
ground and held our breath until it 
burned out. The smoke from the star 
Shell traveled along the ground and 
crossed over the middle of our line. 
Some Tommy sneezed.. The smoke had 
gotten up his nose. .We crouched on 
the ground, cursing the offender under 
our breath, and waited the volley that 
generally ensues when the Germans 
have heard a noise in No Man's Land. 
'Nothing happened. We received two 
taps and crawled forward slowly for 
five yards; no doubt the officer be- 
lieved what Old Pepper had said, "Per- 
sonally I believe that that part of the 
German trench Is unoccupied." By be- 
ing careful and remaining motionless 
when the star shells fell behind ns, we 
leached the German barbed wire with- 
out mishap. Then the fun began. I 
was scared stiff as it is ticklish work 
<cntttng your way through wire when 
about thirty feet in front of you there 
to a, line of Boches looking out into No 
Man's Land with their rifles lying 
across the parapet, straining every 
•ense to see or hear what Is going on 
to No Man's Land; because at night, 
IPrltz never knows when a bomb with 
Ida name and number on It will come 
hurtling through the air aimed in the 
direction of Berlin. The man on the 
tight, one man in the center and my- 
aelf on the extreme left were equipped 
with wire cutters. These are insulated 
with soft rubber not because the Ger- 
man wires are charged with electricity, 
but to prevent the cutters rubbing 
against the barbed wire stakes, which 
are of iron, and making a noise 
which may warn the Inmates of the 
trench that someone is getting fresh 
In their front yard. There is only one 
way to cut a barbed wire without noise 
and through costly experience Tommy 
has become an expert in doing this. 
You must grasp the wife about two 
Inches from the stake in your right 
hand and cut between the stake and 


hand.

If you cut a wire improperly, a 


loud twang will ring out on the night 
air like the snapping of a 
banjo 


string. Perhaps this noise can be 
heard only for fifty or seventy-five 
yards, but in Tommy's mind it makes 
a loud noise in Berlin. 


We had cut a lane about halfway 


through the wire whe'n, down the cen- 
ter of our line, twang! went an im- 
properly cut wire. We crouched down,

cursing under our breath, trembling al 
over, our knees lacerated from the 
strands of the cut barbed wire on th 
ground, waiting for a challenge and 
the inevitable volley of rifle fire. Noth 
Ing happened. I suppose the fellow 
who cut the barbed wire Improperly 
was the one who had sneezed abou 
half an hour previously. 
What w 


wished him would never make his new 


' year a happy one. 
' 
The officer, in my opinion, at th 


noise of the wire should have given th 


! four-tap signal, which meant, "On you 


I own, get back to your trenches a 


I quickly as possible," but again he mus 
have relied on the spiel that Old Pep 
per Mad given us in the dugout, "Per- 
sc-ially I believe that that part of th 
German trench is unoccupied." Any 
wav, 
we got careless, but not so care- 


less that we sang patriotic songs o 
made any unnecessary noise. 


During the intervals of falling star 


shells we carried on with our wire cut- 
ting until at last we succeeded in get- 
ting through the German barbed wire. 
At Ills point we were only ten fept 
^'">rn the German tranches. If we were 


discovered, we were HKe rats in a ui*r 
Our way was cut off unle.ss we rai 
al<,ng thp wire to the narrow lane w- 
had cut through. With our hearts li 
our mouths we waited for the three 
tap bignal to rush the German trench 
Three taps had gotten about halfwa; 
down the line when suddenly about tet 
to twenty German star shells wen 
fired all along the trench and landet 
in the barbed wire in rear of us, turn 
Ing night into day and silhouetting u; 
against the wall of light made by th< 
flares. In the glaring light we wen 
confronted by the following unpleasan' 
scene. 


All along the German trench, a' 


about three-foot Intervals, stood a bij 
Prussian guardsman with his rifle ai 
the aim, and then we found out whj 
we had not been challenged when th« 
man sneezed and the barbed wire hac 
been improperly cut. About three feel

"All quiet on the western front, ex-

when something Inside of me seemed 
to say, "Look around." I did so; a bul- 
let caught me on the left shoulder.

the bomb had failed to go into, the 
trench I would have been blown to 
bits by the explosion of my own bomb. 


By the flare of the explosion of the 


bomb, which luckily landed In their 
trench, I saw one big Boche throw up 
his arms and fall backwards, while his 
rifle flew into the air. Another one 
wilted and fell forward across the 
sandbags—then blackness. 


Realizing what a foolhardy and risky 


thing I had done, I was again seized 
with a horrible fear. I dragged myself 
to my feet and ran madly down the 
lane through the barbed wire, stum- 
bling over cut wires, tearing my uni- 
form, and lacerating my hands and 
legs. Just as I was about to reach 
No Man's Land again, that same voice 
seemed to say, "Turn around." I did 
so, when, "crack." another 
bullet 


caught me, this time In the left shoul- 
der about one-half inch away from the 


fellow trying to get away with a fishy 
statement. I will judge It accordingly.

What bas b««a the response? 


Before the war we used to send 


across about 85 million pounds of pork 
products every month. In 1916, before 
we were really "in it," there was a 
great demand, and so we began to send 
more 
We even got up to 121,000,000 


pounds a month 
But our herds of 


hogs decreased in doing this, for we 
were increasing our own consumption 
to a great extent. That meant that 
there had to be a big change some- 
where and so, in the latter half of 
1917, even with all our conservation, 
we got np only to 74 million pounds a 
month. 


Now comes tfce startling part of the 


story. 
Today, with practically the 


same herd of hogs in relation to the 
population that we had before the war, 
we are exporting about 285 million
